* When we penned a rebuke inthe Herald of

friends of Mr.Clay. Noone who knows the re- 
lations that subsist between Mr. Stockton and 
ourselves, could suppose for a moment that we 
wrote that article from choice, or from a feel- 
ing of irritation. There is nothing in its tone 
or language, which by a sensible and candid 
man, not blinded by partisan zeal, would be at- 
tributed to a bad spirit. 

But, the Cincinnati Gazette thinks differently. 
Departing fromits usual tone of moderation, it 
indulges in personalities which we shall merely 
point out, without answering. It entitles its ar- 
ticle directed against us, the “Fanaticism of 
Party,” and talks of our “warped mind” and 
“bad spirit”—of our charge against Mr. Clay, 
partaking of the “very essence of party-fanati- 
eism—fiagrantly unjust—and malignant toa de 
gree that out-locos even Locofocoism itself”— 
of our “deep mortification”—our “fanaticism of 
party”—our “bad temper” &c, &c. 

It is not worth while to vindicate ourselves a- 
gainst these charges. Those who have read the 
article on which they are founded, will judge 
for themselves of their correctness; and those 
who have not, would not be greatly edified, 
though we might assert our innocence in the 
most emphatic style. Nordo we deem it impor- 
tant to institute a curious investigation concern- 
ing the temper and spirit of our hitherto moder- 
ate neighbor.

Methodist General Conterence. 
The Tribune contains a brief report of the 
proceedings of the General Conference on the 
16th day of the session, Saturday May 18th.— 
The most important business was the following 
report of ‘the Committee on Pacification, on the 
subject of Slavery, presented by Bishop Soule: 
“The Committee of Conference have instruc- 
ted me to report, that aftera calm and deliber- 
ate investigation of the subject, submitted to 
their consideration, they are unable to agree up- 
on any plan of compromise to reconcile the views 
of the Northern Conferences.” 
The report was accepted, and the Committee 
discharged from any further consideration of the 
subject. 

Well—we breathe more freely. There yet is 
hope. But, how strangely the report is worded! 
—“unable to agree upon any plan of compromise 
to reconcile the- views of the Northern Conferen- 
ces!” We thought the conflict was between the 
Northern and Southern—but it seems the South- 
ern are united, and it is for the Northern, that 
a compromise is needed! That is, seme of the 
Northern are in favor of sacrificing to Slavery, 
and some are not. A compromise i3 needed 
which shall reconcile them all, to acquiesce in 
the views of the Southern Conferences, so that 
the moral sentiment of these shall be the moral 
standard of the whole Church. That is the se- 
cret, we suppose, of the whole matter. What 
lover of truth does not rejoice that all efforts at 
such a compromise have failed!

Bishop Heading before the Conference pro- 
ceeded to act upon the matter, made a few very 
appropriate and touching remarks, as to the 
spirit which should characterize their proceed- 
ings on so grave a matter. 

The preamble and resolution were unanim- 

ously adopted. 
It is understood, that a full discussion of the 
whole question of Slavery, in its bearings upon 
the Church, will come up on the report, and that 
the settlement of the case it shall present, will 
be decisive in regard to the future relations of 
the Methodist Church toSlavery. The matter has 
now gone beyond the power of Committees and 
Compromises; the crisis has come; the Confer- 
ence must meet it. 





Important from Washington. 

There will be no impeachment of the Presi- 
dent. The advocates of annexation in the 
House are enough, combined with the indiffer- 
ent, the timid, and those whowould rather have 
John Tyler than a Whig Executive, to present 
any such measure. 

On the National appropriation bill, on the 2Ist 
in the House, Mr. Hunt introduced an amend- 
ment, providing that no more than one half of 
the appropriations should be expended previous- 
ly to the Ist January 1845—the object being to 
tie the hands of the President, so as to prevent 
him from plunging the nation in war. On this 
amendment, as a matter of course, the question 
of Texas annexation, and the conduct of the 
Executive, were discussed at large. The 
Southern members justified the extraordinary 
course of Mr. Tyler, every one of his acts of 
usurpation, and disclosed a mest desperate pur- 
pose to securé Texas at all hazards. Robert

incendiaries. Beside all this, the fact that he 
was a colonizationist would secure him great fa- 
vor in many of the Slave States, and prevent in 
all of them the suspicion of abolitionism from 
attaching to his character.

Such, we presume, were the considerations good. But,

“Grant all this—still, the selection is_a good 
one.” So it is, for the purposes of the Whig 
party.

“Still, we cannot see the objection you, Lib- 
erty men, have to voting for him.’ 

Listen, and we will try to make the matter so 
plain that a way-faring man, though a fool need 
not mistake. 

1. We cannot vote for Mr. Frelinghuysen, the 
subordinate, without voting for Mr. Clay, the 
principal; but he is a duellist, a slaveholder, and 
a supporter of eternal slavery, and therefore 
guilty of a threefold Immorality, as well as of a 
violation of the Laws of his Country, and the 
Principles of Republicanism. 

2. Mr. Frelinghuysen, by consenting to run 
upon the ticket with this distinguished man, vir- 
tually avers, that the fact, that a candidate is 
guilty of a gross Immorality, habitually a violator 
of the Laws of his Country,-and the Princi- 
ples of Republicanism, ought not to be a bar to 
his elevation to the highest office in the gift of 
a Christian and Republican People. 

So radical and ruinous an error in Ethics and 
Politics, we cannot sanction. 

3. The Whig party does not recognize the 
Principles, which we hold to be Fundamental, 
and refuses to regard the question of Liberty and 
Slavery, as a legitimate Political Question. Mr. 
Frelinghuysen, as an honorable man, is bound to 
represent faithfully this Party, and to carry out 
its Policy. For us to vote for him, would be to 
admit the assumption, that we are all wrong, 
and 8 Party, which makes the Slavery question 
of no account, is allright. We should virtually 

declare, that the questions concerning Banks, 
a Tariff and the Public Lands, were paramount 
to the Great Question which lies behind and a- 
bove them all—whether this Government shall be 
used for the protection of Human Rights and 
the extension of the blessings of Liberty, or the 
subversion of Human Rights, and the extension 
of the curses of Slavery. 
We cannot be guilty of any such inconsisten- 
rhese are our objections, stated with brevity, 
and with due respect for those of our fellow coun 
trymen who think differently, and for the can- 
didates whom they have selected. Their force 
may not now be acknowledged, but the time 
will come, when the principles they involve will 
be recognized as binding upon all good citizens. 

A few words now as to the Principles. which 
should regulate a nation of Christian freemen in 
the exercise of the elective franchise. 

1. A merely speculative belief in matters of 
morals or politics should never constitute a bar 
to a man’s elevation to office. We mean by 
this, a belief, which tends to nopractical result 
at all, or tono result in public affairs, of a vi- 
cious or dangerous character. 

There are certain beliefs, which cannot be 
cherished without danger. We would not, for 
example, as a general rule, vote for an Atheist,

5. The principle of choosing between evils, is 


the bane of this country. It has resulted, and 
can result, in no good, of weight sufficient to 
counterbalance its ruinous consequences, 


If 
two or three parties put up incompetent or cor- 
rupt men, the common policyis, for those who 
profess not to be bound by party ties, to select 
the man who is the least incompetent or corrupt. 
Common sense teaches, to. reject them. all, and: 
to choose some worthy representative of sound: 
principles. The result of the former coutse is 
—you may secure an amount of incompetence 
or depravity in the National Councils, only.a lit- 
tle less than the greatest; and another result is, 
that'the policy of selecting bad candidates is per- 
petuated, so that it comes to pass, that the Vice, 
and not the Virtue, the Ignorance, and not the 
Intelligence, of the community are represented. 
The result of the Common Sense policy might 
not be immediate success—-on the contrary, it 
would probably fail in realizing any immediate 
the ultimate result would be, an or- 


nomination of candidates, Virtuous, Intelligent, 
and of Right Principles. 

John Tyler and the Constitution. 
We call attention to the following passage in 
the message of Mr, Tyler, published in yester- 
day’s paper.

He has made a 
treary, and that treaty, which has no more bind- 
ing force, confers no more rights, than a blank 
bit of paper, until ratified by heSenate, consti- 
tuted by the Constitution an essential, and a 
principal element of the treaty-making power 
—that treaty, according to John Tyler, confers 
upon the United States a nicut to Texas, and all 
the Senate has got to do, is to perfect it! His 
Majesty, John Tyler, having by treaty annexed 
Texas to the United States, further declares, 
that, if Mexico shall attempt to enforce her 
claim to the territory, a claim which she has nev- 
er ceased to assert, he, John Tyler, will deem it 
an act of hostility to this country, and repel it 
by the arms of the United States! In other 
words, in the twinkling of an eye, a republic. 
numbering twenty-six sovereign States, and nine- 
teen millions of souls,finds itself without a Con- 
stitution, and sees all the attributes of sovereign- 
ty, the most vital powers lodged in the House of 
Representatives, and the Senate of the United 
States, usurped by a miserable creature, who, 
by an inscrutable act of providence being per- 
mitted to occupy a seat, to which he was never 
chosen, has converted himself into a palpable, 
shameless tyrant! 

The question now is, is there spirit enough in 

the representatives of the American People to 
vindicate the honor of the nation, and their own 
rights against a man who, from so long playing 
the overseer over his ragged slaves, thinks him- 
self entitled to do the same over free men? 
Why sleeps the thunder of the Democratic press 
—that vaunted sentinel of the People’s rights? 
Has it not even a_ rebuke against this 
detestable- usurpation by the Executive 
Power? We like the tone of the North Ameri- 
can, an able political paper in Philadelphia ;—.

British Influence to be Dreaded== War! 
Ruin in Prospect!! 
The Patriots among us, who are constantly 
charging England with hostile designs against 
us, anda disposition to go to war, 80 soon asa 
favorable occasion may offer, have several 
weighty reasons for their belief. 
In the first place,-the debt of England is only 
about seven or eight hundred millions sterling. 
The*taxes required to pay the interest on this 
are so light, that. it “is highly desirable to in- 
crease the principal—and this could be done in 
no way, 80 effectually as by a war with this 
country, Hence, such a war would be peculiar- 
ly popular in England. 
2ly. England is dependent chiefly upon this 
country for its supply of the great staple cotton, 
without which its factories would stop, the man- 
ufacturers be swamped, and a great proportion 
of the working population turned out of employ- 
ment, or crowded into other channels of la- 
bor already filled to repletion. Hence, a 
war with this country, by cutting off its supply 
of cotton, and thereby precipitating these results, 
must appear exceedingly politic in the estima- 
tion of the British Government. 
3ly. Besides, the great object of British policy 
is, to multiply markets all over the world. This 
the Government finds necessary, in order to pro- 
vide for the surplus products of her growing pop- 
ulation. The United States is the best market 
she has in the world. It would therefore be 
clearly, in strict accordance with her policy and 
with high reasons of State, to go to war.with 
us, and thus-destroy this market: Her manu- 
facturers and working people would: most hear- 
tily sustain such a war. 
4ly. The relations between England and [re- 
land are just now so peculiarly friendly in their 
character; the disaffection of the people is so 
light towards the Government; the anti-Corn 
Law League is so weak; the anti-State church 
feeling, so diminished; the Democratic principle 
so repressed, that it would bethe highest wisdom 
of the Government, to make war upon us, and 
thereby, lose her best market, cut off the supply 
of the staple of her factories, turn thousands out 
of employment in her territory, augment pover- 
ty, and the taxes of the poor, and confirm the 
affections of the-great body of the people for ex- 
isting institutions, 
5. War would be the best measure to which 
she could resort, to secure her Canadian posses- 
sions. She now holds them by such a frail ten- 
ure, that it is worth while to go to war, just to 
give the Canadians an opportunity of manifest- 
ing their loyalty by resisting the Yankees. 

On the whole, we think Generals Cass and 
Jackson, John Jones and John Tyler, are very 
sagacious men, and have the most abundant rea- 
son for their suspicion, that Great Britain is on- 
ly waiting an opportunity, to strike a death- 
blow at this country ; and Mr. Murphy, the fero- 
cious Mr. Murphy, no wonder his bosom has 
been torn by such a “whirlwind of emotion,” in 
view of the on-hastening dangers to our ‘do- 
mestic institutions!”
